Secretary Watson of the Lumber- 


men's Exchnuge reported that a vaet 
forest of walnut bad been unearthed 
iu Southeast Missouri. In 1811 an 
earthquake in that part of the State 
resulted in the sinking of large tracts 
of land. 
Since then there have been 


annual floods in that district, eaeh 
year adding to the accretions. Awhile 
ago two farmers, walking through a 
part of the district, noticed what to 
their eyes seemed to be the ends of 
walnut 
trees sticking out, of the 


sunken places aud tipped over. 
Re- 


membering that vast, amounts of cedar 
wood have been dug up in various 
places, the farmers reported their ob- 
servation.11, and the ground was ex- 
plored. It was found to be rich in 
trees of black \vnlimt from twenty- 
eight to thirty-six inches in diameter.

are two pnrts to a walnut tree. The 
centre consist* of solid, black wood,

Whenever a national election Is held 
or a sweeping change is made in the 
currency laws, or an important treaty 
is negotiated, the histories bare to bo 
revised.

of the Hawaiian Islands made it nec- 
essary to insert the line "Belong to tha 
i United States" in the maps and to in- 
jterpolate a few lines in all the histo- 
ries. 


SCHOOL BOOK FIGURES.

years enough is paid foi school hooks 
' to* build a Brooklyn bridge. In one

This expenditure may seem large, but 
it Is small beside some other items. 
For tobacco and cigars, as an instance, 
the annual expenditure is $195.000.000 
or 26 times as much, while $9 000,00') 
is paid out every year for artificial 
flowers and feathers on ladies' boo 
uets.
